- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative desired additional feedback as to why the 
examiner, after further consultation with the Office of Patent Quality Assurance, did not consider claim 1 patentable 
over the structure of Laughlin. It was pointed out that that the claimed arrangement does not distinguish very much of a 
structural configuration, but relies on subjective use of the holder assembly to define the invention. For example, the 
mentioned, but never included "access means to a space" could be a portion capable of receiving a number or other 
information pertaining to a space, but no access means per se. The mentioned "incentive" could encompass any 
desirable notion, such as the frangible portion (16) proviidng incentive to separate the holder assembly of Laughlin into 
two halves. The mentioned step of "to keep them separate for security reasons" is predicated on how the holder 
assembly could be used, and no structure claimed can define or insure this usage. Wherein the reference to "said at 
least one incentive comprises a reward", the frangible portion (16) provides incentive to separate the two halves from 
one another, the "reward" being any useful purpose that the separation provides as an advantage, such as a smaller 
holder assembly being easier to handle, or the use of the coupon in the holder assembly of Laughlin. 
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
